DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the present invention discloses a controller that controls a 
reproducer to reproduce data broadcast, using the data content stored in the second 
storage, when a determiner determines during a second reproduction that the control 
information stored in the second storage and the control information corresponding to 
the data content of the data broadcast to be reproduced coincide with each other and 
also controls the reproducer to reboot the data content in the first storage when the 
determiner determines that the control information do not coincide with each other. The 
present invention also discloses a second storage that stores during a first reproduction 
the data content of the data broadcast acquired from a first storage and control 
information corresponding to the data content. 

The closest prior art, Ito et al (US 2003/0149886 A1) discloses comparing control 
information in two storage mediums to see if they coincide but does not disclose 
anything about a second reproduction or rebooting if the control information don't 
coincide. 

Claim 13 is allowable for the same reason stated above.
